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In  the  midst  of  what  promises  to  be 
"the  famous  winter  of  1977,""  marked 
by  roller-coaster  driving,  frozen  pipes, 
and  school  closings  in  a  part  of  the 
world  unaccustomed  to  subzero  weather 
and  repeated  snowfalls.  Sweet  Briar 
carried  on  with  a  January  Term 
schedule  designed  to  keep  students  and 
faculty  too  involved  to  give  in  to  the 
elements. 

It  is  true  that  the  first  of  the  Alumnae 
Association's  January  Forums,  scheduled 
for  January  5,  had  to  be  postponed 
because  of  snow,  but  for  the  succeeding 
four  weeks  the  lecture  series  on  "The 
Future:  Fantasy  and  Fact"  drew  mem- 
bers of  the  college  and  local  communities 
to  Sweet  Briar  to  hear  professors  Piepho 
(English),  Richards  (History),  McClenon 
(Chemistry),  and  Susman  (Cultural 
History  from  Rutgers)  examine  science 
fiction  from  different  perspectives. 

A  wide  range  of  special  courses 
presented  students  with  the  opportunity 
to  leam  lieder  and  chanson;  to  study 
figure  drawing;  to  take  a  workshop  in 
dance  or  theatre  production;  to  leam 
Fortran  or  electronics.  For  the  literary 
there  were  courses  on  Virginia  in 
Literature,  the  Literature  of  the  Country- 
side, Modem  Continental  Drama, 
Medieval  Lyrics.  Other  courses  ranged 
from  astronomy  to  Sanskrit,  from 
human  sexuality  to  the  arts  of  Japan. 
Many  of  these  courses  were  open  to 
visitors  from  the  nearby  communities, 
on  a  credit  or  noncredit  basis,  with 
special  reduced  fees  for  noncredit 
courses  and  senior  citizens. 

The  Sweet  Briar  News  editorialized: 
' '  Hats  off  to  Sweet  Briar  for  the 
numerous  activities  provided  this  Winter 
Term  ....  The  possibilities  are  endless 
if  you  combine  Sweet  Briar's  calendar 
with  a  little  ingenuity  of  your  own. 
This  month  students  have  found 
themselves:  seeing  films,  taking  first  aid, 
learning  management  skills,  listening  to 
a  sinfonia,  following  the  January 
Fomms,  learning  to  fence,  improving 
their  study  skills,  brushing  up  on  their 
bridge,  hosting  prospective  students, 
meeting  new  people  .  .  .  partying!

Meanwhile,  those  who  chose  to  use 
the  January  Term  for  independent 
projects  off  campus  scattered  all  over 
the  country  and  abroad  in  a  variety 
of  pursuits.  Twenty  political  science 
students  had  legal  or  political  intern- 
ships or  independent  study  projects  in 
governmental  or  legal  offices  or  in 
nonprofit  organizations;  of  these,  ten 
were  in  Washington  to  greet  the  new 
administration. 

Art  students  had  internships  at 
museums — the  Virginia  Museum  in 
Richmond,  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
in  Washington,  and  the  Cloisters  in 
New  York. 

One  student  went  to  Dallas  to  study 
the  organization  and  operation  of  a 
congregation  within  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States.  A  number 
of  students  were  with  Professor  Ralph 
Aiken's  London  Theater  program. 
Professor  Reuben  Miller's  Inflation  in 
Europe  tour,  or  elsewhere  abroad.  And 
one  student's  project  was  to  study 
problems  in  the  artificial  insemination 
of  cows. 


But  perhaps  the  most  envied  were 
the  1 5  students  who  took  off  for 
Professor  Langley  Wood's  course  on 
Tropical  Ecosystems  at  the  Discovery 
Bay  Laboratory  in  Jamaica. 

Mrs.  Taylor  Xew 
Consumer  Advocate 


Mrs.  George  A.  Taylor,  the  former 
Anne  Gary  Pannell,  President  Emeritus 
of  Sweet  Briar  College,  has  been  named 
to  the  new  Consumer  Advisory  Council 
of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board.  The 
Council  will  assist  the  Board  in  im- 
plementing the  Consumer  Credit 
Protection  Act  and  will  advise  and 
consult  with  the  Board  on  consumer- 
related  matters. 

Mrs.  Taylor  was  president  of  Sweet 
Briar  College  for  21  years.  She  is  also 
a  former  national  president  of  the 
American  Association  of  University 
Women,  and  a  senator  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  has  served  on  the  American 
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Phyllis  Berman,  Administrative 
Intern  in  Student  Affairs. 


Council  on  Education,  and  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Commission  on  Students 
and  Faculty  of  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges.  She  was  one  of  four 
educational  administrators  who  arranged 
for  the  establishment  of  the  United 
States-India  Women's  Colleges  Faculty 
Exchange  Program. 

The  new  Consumer  Advisory  Council 
was  established  to  advise  and  consult 
with  the  Board  specifically  on  the  im- 
plementation of  all  legislation  passed 
under  the  Consumer  Credit  Protection 
Act:  Truth  in  Lending,  Fair  Credit 
Billing,  Equal  Credit  Opportunity,  Fair 
Credit  Reporting,  and  Consumer  Leasing. 
However,  the  Board  has  authority  to 
place  before  the  Council  any  other 
consumer- related  matters. 

According  to  Mrs.  Taylor,  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Council  in  December 
was  concerned  especially  with  the 
Truth  in  Lending  Act  and  proposed 
revisions  to  Regulation  B  implementing 
the  1976  amendments  of  the  Equal 
Credit  Opportunity  Act.  Congress  has 
amended  this  Act  to  forbid  discrimina- 
tion in  the  granting  of  credit  on  the 
basis  of  race,  color,  religion,  national 
origin,  age,  and  the  receipt  of  income 
from  public  assistance  programs.  These 
and  other  provisions  of  the  Act  were 
added  to  the  original  provisions  which 
prohibit  discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
sex  or  marital  status. 

"Both  the  public  and  the  Congress 
are  concerned  with  the  complexity  of 
the  Truth  in  Lending  Act  and  Regulation 
B,"  said  Mrs.  Taylor.  "The  new 
council  will  make  an  effort  to  initiate 
legislation  to  simplify  the  wording  of 
this  legislation,  to  put  it  in  common- 
sense  language." 


Carnegie  Intern 


Phyllis  Berman  is  half-way  through 
her  year  as  a  Carnegie  Intern  at  Sweet 
Briar  and  already  she  has  made  a  real 
impact  on  the  college.  From  her  desk 
in  the  Student  Affairs  Office,  she  has 
been  responsible  for  a  wide  range  of 
nonacademic,  cultural,  and  educational 
programs,  co-sponsored  by  student  clubs, 
house  and  hall  presidents,  and  other 
campus  groups.  Mrs.  Berman  came  to 
Sweet  Briar  under  the  Administrative 
Intern  Program  for  Women  sponsored 
by  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  This 
program  was  designed  to  meet  the  need 
for  qualified  women  for  entry-level 
positions  in  all  phases  of  academic 
administration.  Sweet  Briar,  along  with 
1 5  other  women's  colleges,  has 
participated  in  the  program  for  the 
three  years  in  which  it  has  been  in 
effect. 

As  her  special  project  for  the  Carnegie 
Internship  program,  Berman  undertook 
an  evaluation  of  Sweet  Briar's  freshman 


orientation  program.  She  began  with  a 
survey  of  20  other  small  colleges,  asking 
about  the  philosophy,  goals,  and  trends 
of  their  orientation  programs,  and 
followed  with  interviews  of  all  faculty, 
administrative  staff,  and  students 
involved  in  Sweet  Briar's  program.  Her 
final  formal  report  incorporates  her 
findings  and  makes  recommendations 
for  future  orientations. 

Currently,  she  is  organizing  a  two-day 
Management  Skills  Workshop  for 
students,  which  offers  intensive  training 
on  how  to  plan  and  run  meetings; 
goal  setting;  how  to  motivate  others; 
how  to  get  work  out  under  a  deadline; 
leadership  styles;  and  fund  raising. 

Other  programs  have  dealt  with 
interior  decorating,  automechanics.  Red 
Cross  Training,  sex-role  stereotyping, 
men's  lives,  sex,  dating,  preparation  for 
marriage,  alcohol,  and  coping  with  stress. 

Berman  received  a  B.  A.  in  economics 
from  Wells  College  in  1976,  graduating 
summa  cum  laude  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
She  also  earned  an  R.N.  in  1964,  and  the 
same  year  married  Barry  Berman,  then 
a  graduate  student  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin.  During  the  following  five 
years,  she  was  first  a  staff  nurse  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  Hospitals  and 
then  head  nurse  of  the  Pediatrics  Office 
of  the  Dean  Clinic  in  Madison. 

Her  husband,  now  Associate  Professor 
of  Physics  at  Wells  College,  is  spending 
a  sabbatical  year  within  weekending 
distance  of  Sweet  Briar,  at  the  Re- 
search Triangle  in  Durham,  N.  C.  Their 
six-year  old  daughter  Brenna  has  started 
school  in  Amherst  County  at  Central 
Primary. 

The  Carnegie  Internship  Program  is 
excellent,  according  to  Berman.  "My 
experience  has  been  especially  good. 
The  supervisor  shapes  the  intern's 
experience  and  much  depends  on  the 
quality  of  supervision.  Marion  Emslie 
(Acting  Dean  of  Student  Affairs)  has 
given  me  both  responsibility  and 
guidance.  This  is  a  real  strength  of  the 
program,"  Berman  said. 

She  would  like  to  go  on  to  a 
position  in  higher  education  adminis- 
tration, she  says,  and  with  her  Sweet 
Briar  experience,  she  will  be  well 
qualified  to  move  up  the  career  ladder. 

Nature  Photographer 

When  John  Earl,  visiting  lecturer  in 
photography  for  the  Winter  Term  at 
Sweet  Briar,  began  working  with  Jimmy 
Valentine  on  his  book  "Guale,  the 
Golden  Coast  of  Georgia,"  he  did  not 
know  that  some  of  his  photographs 
might  end  up  in  the  White  House. 

The  book  was  commissioned  in  1973 
by  the  Friends  of  the  Earth  as  part  of 
their  series, ' ' The  Earth's  Wild  Places. ' ' 
Earl  first  traveled  to  the  Georgian 
coast  in  1969  with  Valentine,  where  for 
tfiree  months  they  studied  and  photo-

photographs  taken  by  Earl  and  Valentines 
At  the  opening  celebration,  then-  \\ 

Governor  Carter  introduced  the  photo-  [i 
graphers  and  praised  their  efforts  to        ji 
save  and  preserve  Georgia's  wild  islan 
which  are  the  only  ones  of  their 
size  remaining  on  the  East  Coast. 

After  the  exhibit  closed,  the  state 
retained  about  half  of  the  photographs 
for  a  permanent  exhibit  at  the  Jekyll 
Island  State  Park.  Others  went  to  the 
state  capitol  where  Earl  himself  hung 
his  photographs  in  the  State  Supreme 
Court  offices  and  chambers.  Still  others 
were  purchased  by  Governor  Carter. 
John  Earl  hopes  that  those  photographs 
made  the  move  to  Washington  with 
the  Carters. 

As  a  result  of  his  connection  with 
Georgia,  Mr.  Earl  has  recently  been 
contacted  by  a  publisher  who  is  eager 
to  do  a  book  of  nature  photography  on 
the  entire  state  of  Georgia.  Mr.  Earl 
expects  to  begin  work  on  this  project 
just  as  soon  as  his  course  "Creative 
Nature  Photography"  is  completed  at 
Sweet  Briar. 

Earl  is  the  author  of  a  handsome 
photographic  volume  entitled,  "John 
Muir's  Longest  Walk,"  published  in 
1975  by  Doubleday,  and  the  main 
spring  1976  selection  for  the  Natural 
Science  Book  Club.  Muir,  the  naturalis 
and  conservationist  who  founded  the 
Sierra  Club  and  the  Appalachian  Tra: 
took  a  1,000-mile  walk  from  Kentuck) 
to  the  Florida  Keys  in  1867.  A  century; 
later  Earl  retraced  Muir's  footsteps, 
camera  in  hand,  to  capture  the  stunnml 
photographs  used  in  his  book.

Briar's  program,  was  asked  by  the 
authors  of  the  guide  to  write  the  four- 
page  description  of  the  program  which 
was  chosen  to  illustrate  the  operation 
of  foreign  study  programs.  Since  1948, 
more  than  2,500  students  from  235 
different  American  colleges  and  univer- 
sities have  participated  in  the  program. 

Three  Sweet  Briar  seniors  were 
named  Juliet  Halliburton  Burnett 
Scholars  for  1976-77.  Marilyn  Morton 
North  of  Sweet  Briar,  Ramona  Akins 
of  Madison  Heights,  Virginia,  and  Cain 
Thomas  of  Jefferson,  Ohio,  were 
recognized  for  outstanding  achievement 
in  the  field  of  Enviromental  Studies. 

Patricia  Whitaker  Waters  '77, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  S. 
Waters  of  Lutherville,  Maryland,  was 
the  first  recipient  of  the  Alumnae 
Daughter  Scholarship.  Her  mother  is 
Patricia  Whitaker  Waters  '44  and  her 
sister  is  Kathleen  Waters  '73.  An  Art 
History  major,  Tricia  has  been  an  honor 
student  since  her  arrival  at  Sweet  Briar 
and  is  the  Head  of  the  Sweet  Tones. 
Last  year  she  spent  a  semester  in 
Florence,  Italy,  with  the  Syracuse 
University  program. 
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
